INTERESTING STORY OF THE U. 


3. MARINES IN THE ISLAND. 


Captain Pagan, Attondwg th* Marine 


Officer.' School H.r. T.I I. .f Ik* 


Lif* and Duties i» Haiti. 


The following interesting letter hat 


been received by Col. John P. Nichol- 
son fjom Louis E. Pagan, Jr., who is 
now stationed with the U. S. lia~ 
rin-es at Haiti. Captain Pagan is well 
known in Gettysburg having made 
many friend* here while attending 
the Marine Officers School during the 
summer of 1915. 


Lascaobas, Haiti. 


32nd February, 1917. 


Uy I>ear Colonel: 
i am now stationed in the very in- 


terior of Haiti, about six hours ride 
from the Dominkan frontier, a part 
of which line bounds the territory 
under my command. This is a most 
interesting district, as it lies imme- 
diately south of the Caco country, 
and controls all the inland trails lead- 
ing to the Capital, Port au Prince, 
which is the ultimate goal of nearly 
all the revolutions, begun in the 
north. At present the Caco chiefs 
are well in hand, but they are restless 
by nature and their funds are rapidly 
neanng depletion. The German ele- 
ment also exists in the larger towns. 


To give you some idea of the town, 


I tell you that my house, as good as 
any in the vicinity, rents for $2.00- 
gold per month 
It has four rooms 


and a corrugated roof, and is really 
quite pretentious, as most of the 
dwellings are thatch covered. 
This 


sides are plastered, externally faced 
with plam wood, laid clap board 
style. The floor is made of inlaid 
pebbles. My spring bed was carried 
on prisoners' heads over the moun- 
tains a distance of at least 35 milts 
from the small railroad terminus, 
Thotnaztan, which connects with Pert 
au Prince by rail. The company ic 
97 strong, all Haitians, and we hare 
a captain (myself) a first lieutenant, 
a second lieutenant and a medical of- 
ficer; the lieutenants formerly tion- 
coms. of Marines; the medico form- 
erly a hospital apprentice, 1st class 
U. S Navy. All- three are very nice 
chaps. The company is divided int« 
two sections, each controlling a sne- 
district with a lieutenant command- 
ing, headquarters at Lascaobas, and 
Mirebalais respectively. The district 
headquarters is at Lascaobas, and my 
duty is one of supervision only, aft 
military details being left in tie 
lieutenant. 
There are five outposts 


garrisoned by men and non-coms. 
from the sub-districts. These lie t» 
small towns that lie about three t» 
five hours riding from the sob-dis- 
trict headquarters The pay of tke 
men as follows :

In addition there is paid to each 


man 10 cents per day for ratious 
which in this country is sufficient to 
supply nourishing food- In the out- 
posts, the men are paid their ration 
money, but at headquarters we feed 
them in a mess, at three dollars per 
month, more or less, depending on 
the number of days in the month. 


The Gendarmerie performs military 


duties, guards prisons, repairs roads. 
telegraph and telephone lines, checks 
up on public officials, pays all civil 
employees. (Judges, Magistrates, etc.) 
and keeps a general eye open. Ther 
men are uniformed like marines, ex- 
cept that their chevrons and hat cord 
are scarlet and their hat device is the 
arms of Haiti done in brass. 
They 


carry Krag cavalry carbines, and 
hai.e target practice. 
All hands sleep 


in barracks. 
The company com- 


manders have greater power than is 
ordinarily alloted to captains of other 
services. They may enlist men with 
the advtce of the medical officer.— 
discharge men at will—degrade at 
W'H—or promote men one grade per 
month, all without consultation with 
higher officials. This tends to en- 
force discipline amongst these people 
who are entirely unfamiliar with law 
and order. The captain may im- 
prison a man for 15 days only, but a 
district 
court-martial 
composed of 


two company officers may give three 
months without further approval, or 
six months with approval of Depart- 
ment Headquarters. 


There are three departments. Nordr 
Port au Prince, and Sud. In each are 
about six districts. Each district has 
from two to three sub-districts. Pa 
per work and red tape are reduced to 
a minimum. Communication by road 
in the inland is poor, but we are 
pushing ditched and crowned roads 
as fast as the revenues will permit.

We are now very busv pushing 
inly rapidly, so as "to finish the es-

«tream« arc very dangerous, and the 
nvd rojider< travel well nigh irnoo«- 
•;ib1c. This begins in June and lasts 
through Aogiist. On the trail to Sa- 
vanclle. an outposi. one crosses and 
Tocre^cs a mountain stream 20 times 
sct::al count. Huge r»o«1dcr« wash 
down for 77ii1c<. when the flood is 
hijrn. 


A< for wonderful views and beau- 


tifuJ scenery, I consider that Haiti is 
almost the equal of any country in 
the world, if I may judge from pho- 


trraphs that I have seen of famons

In the case of immediate war, the 


country will have to use the means 
at hand, namely, the regular army 
and the militia; but these will be 
Merely temporary resources, for the 
regular army is far too small, aad the 
•ilitia is not only feeble in numbers, 
bat wrongly composed. 
Moreover, 


the regular army closely resemble* 
the old British army, all the privates 
being from the humbler classes and 
all the officers carefully trained to 
conduct themselves as if they belong- 
ed to a superior class, ft is also a 
professional army, so far as the of- 
ficers and many of the noncommis- 
sioned officers are concerned—that is, 
preparation for war and war itself 
is to be their life work. The State 
militia is nonexistent in some States; 
in others it is so imperfectly equip- 
ped that it cannot be said to be ready 
for any military service whatever, 
and in others so ill trained and so 
poorly officered that fresh material 
would often be preferable in case of 
war. 
Moreover, the militia is less 


and less willing to perform serious 
duty, like the suppression of riots, 
the prevention of dangerous public 
disorders and the guarding of pub- 
lic property in times of alarm. The 
rank and file of the militia contain 
men of various ages—some very in- 
appropriately aged—and not a few 
men with whose daily occupations it 
is not for the interest of the com- 
Mucity as a whole to interfere for 
a«y length of time. 


In short it is a new kind of army 


that the United States needs, a Swiss 
army or a Kitchener's army, an army 
which enrolls year after year all the 
able-bodied young men of nineteen 
years of age, and gives them during 
short periods of service in camp* or 
Jbarracks all the training in the hard 
worlc of a soldier which can be given 
without interfering seriously with the 
civil occupations of the young men. 


The Swiss army is a potential army, 


aa army on call, and not a regular or 
standing army. The training of its 
•soldiers is accomplished in several 
short periods of service with the col- 
ors distributed through years be- 
tween the ages of nineteen 
an<! 


thirty-one, namely, from sixty to 
minety days (according to the corps 


cificallr the army and iiavr. But J 
the United States >• to take its fair 
share in the, great work of securing 
the future peace of the world, in- 
cluding an effective protection of the 
smaller and weaker peoples, it ought 
to keep visibly ready both naval and 
military forces of the modern sort. 
H docs not now possess such forces. 
Hence. Congress and the Administra- 
tion should make all possible haste to 
provide them. Until Congress enacts 
the legislation needed to institute 
imivcrr.il military training, a 1 meas- 
ures for preparedness will be only 


visional. I he real 
ale forces will not 


t,v been started. 
In this emergency the sensible and 


prudent thing to do is to copy the 
Swiss legislallion under which that 
republic's effective and always ready 
army has been created. It is much to 
be deplored that the General Staff of 
he United States army has put bc- 
ore the country a proposal that all 
able-bodied young men be required 
o serve eleven months m an army ot 
which the present regular army is to 
be the type. That such a proposal 
hould have proceeded from the oen- 
eral Staff is a demonstration that the 
Government and the people of the 
Unitel States cannot intrust to the 
chiefs of the existing regular army

larly known as Kitchener's army, and 
bearing little resemblance to the for- 
mer regular army of Great Britain; 
and secondly, that a democratic army 
cannot b* surpassed, in actual march- 
ing, digging and fighting on land and 
in air if it be properly supported by 
adequate national industries and a 
resolved national spirit. 
The now 


demonstrated 
superiority 
of 
the 


French and British armies over the 
German armies in trench fighting, 
whether with artillery, machine guns, 
rifles and airplanes, or with bayonets, 
short swords and hand grenades, af- 
fords solid satisfaction to all believ- 
ers in democracy and in progressive 
civilization through increasing free- 
do*. 


Assuming then that America wants 


only a democratic army, and that 
democratic armies are effective, why 
should the United States hare a large 
army at all?

There arc two reasons for the im- 


mediate organizations of a modern 
democratic army by 
the United 


States. The first reason ic that the 
country may be seen to possess the 
•cans of defense against attack from 
without, no matter by how formida- 
ble an aggressor. The second is thot 
the country may be seen to be in a 
fair way to possess a vast and well- 
trained army capable of taking a 
worthy part in the alliance which af- 
ter this war is to prevent war and es- 
tablish a durable peace. The United 
States cannot take a worthy part in 
that alliance unless it visibly poe- 
tesses a citizens' army—not a stand- 
ing army—counted by millions, per- 
fectly equipped, always on call, and 
capable of rendering with skill and 
devotion any of the military service* 
which any or all of thc Entente Al- 
lies have been called on to perform 


The civilized world wants an assur- 


ed peace immediately. 
People who 


look facts in the face see but one 
way to gel it—through thc offensive 
and defensive alliance, for that ex- 
press purpose, that would include the 
present Entente Allies and some o( 
the free nations which hare been 
thus far neutral, among which the 
United States ought to be the strong 
rst and would be an indispensable 
member.

ever means at hand. He does not stop 
to measure the amount of force he 
ought to use on the intruder or the 
risk he himself runs, and he post- 
pones till some later moment the in- 
quiry whether the offender be a 
criminal or a lunatic.
